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A. INTRODUCTION 

This dissertation presents the first results of an extended 
study of Lucian's language, both in relation to his fellow 
Atticists and the koivti. The detail with which it is intended 
to carry on this investigation, as well as the state of the 
necessary material, prevents a complete study of the subject 
at this time. I have therefore confined myself to the morph- 
ology of the verb, as containing perhaps the greatest number 
of ms. problems, and as showing certain general and typical 
tendencies and motives of the author. 

Prior studies of Lucian's Atticism are unreliable, chiefly 
because they are incomplete, and because they are based on 
an imperfect knowledge not only of mss. readings but above 
all of their relative value. We must, however, acknowledge 
an indebtedness to Du Mesnil (Grammatica, quam Lucianus 
in scriptis suis secutus est, ratio cum antiquorum Atticorum 
ratione comparatur, Stolp 1867), Chabert (L'Atticisme De 
Lucien, Paris 1897), and particularly, not only in regard to 
Lucian but to the whole field of Atticism, Schmid (Der Atticis- 
mus in Seinen Hauptvertretern, Stuttgart 1887). 

This study is not complete in the sense that it includes the 
entire Lucianic corpus. Tor one reason or another, certain 
pieces have been omitted altogether, and certain others excluded 
from the body of the dissertation and treated in the notes. 
The Philopatris (82), Charidemus (83), Nero (84), and Epi- 
gramma (85) are entirely excluded because they are beyond 
all question non-Lucianic; the Syria Dea (44) and Astrologia 
(48) because they are written in Ionic and are thus insig- 
nificant in a question of Atticism; and the Halcyon (72) 
because, besides being almost certainly spurious, it is very 
short and contains nothing of interest. All the other treatises 
are considered in the text proper or the foot-notes. Of the 
pieces confined to the notes, the Podagra (69) and Ocypus 
(74) are so placed because they are written in verse; the 
Lexiphanes (46) because the subject matter is Atticism, and 
thus involves unusual words and forms; and the Hippias (3), 
Longaevi (12), Iudicium Vocalium (16), Soloecista (18), 
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Parasitus (33), Asinus (39), Saltatio (45), Amores (49), 
Abdicatus (54), Demosthenes (58), and Saturnalia (61) 
because their authenticity has been more or less strongly 
impugned. 

For the pieces studied, whether in the body of the disserta- 
tion or the notes, it is hoped that the material has been com- 
pletely collected and presented in sufficient detail. In giving 
references and variants, and in handling matters only slightly 
connected with verb morphology, it has seemed best to err, 
if at all, on the side of too great fulness. 

We cannot claim that the mss. evidence is full. Nils 
Nilen's complete critical edition of Lucian is far from finished 
(Vol. I Fasc. I. with Prolegomena, Teubner 1906). The 
work of Nilen and Mras (Die Uberlieferung Lucians, Sitzungs- 
berichte Der Akademie der Wissenschaften in Wien, Philo- 
sophisch-Historische Classe, 167, 1911), however, has 
shown the relative value of mss. Mras, in his study, found 
that the treatises were in general divided into two divisions. 
Of these, one division, including nos. 1 13 to 35, 40 to 42, 52 
to 54. 77 to 80, has been preserved through a double tradition ; 
the other, including nos. 1 to 12, 37, 43 to 51, 55 to 76, has 
survived through a single tradition. Mras is doubtful about 
36 and 39. Of the mss., Mras considers r, E, $, fi, M (7 
group) as the best representatives of one tradition, and 
UBNZ (/3 group) as the best representatives of the second 
tradition. In those pieces noted as being of a double tradi- 
tion, the /3 group is approximately of equal with the 7 group. 
In all others, only the 7 group is of value. This theory is 
certainly correct in general, although in certain pieces it may 
be doubted whether the tradition is double or single. In 
fixing Lucian's usage, the pieces with a double tradition 
are especially important, and have been so considered. 

For pieces 1-14, Nilen gives full evidence. For the rest, it 
was felt that collations published by Jacobitz (complete edition 
1836), Fritzche (incomplete edition 1 860-1 872), Sommer- 
brodt (incomplete edition 1 886-1 899, also Lucianea 1872), and 
Zimmermann (Podagra and Ocypus, 1909), supplemented 
by photographic facsimiles of TUZN, afforded sufficient 
control of both groups of mss. to make this study possible. 
The evidence of P together with that of a few minor mss. in

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certain pieces has been missed, but it is not likely that they 
would contribute much in the way of new readings. Prob- 
ably no significant variant has been missed, even if the evi- 
dence for and against it is not full. It is hoped that this 
treatise will be helpful to future editors, and that it will not 
lose its value even after we have a full critical edition. 

This survey of all important mss. together with a con- 
sideration of certain of Lucian's literary habits (cf. Chapter X, 
pp. 80 ff.) has caused the removal of many isolated peculi- 
arities formerly assigned to his normal usage. It is most 
certain that a similar study of other phases of Lucian's Atti- 
cism will show more odd forms to be scribal infiltrations, and 
raise our author to a higher place as an Atticist.

CHAPTER I 

TT OR aa 

The question as to whether tt or aa should be written 
involves words other than verbs. A short discussion of this 
usage, however, may not be out of place in a treatment of 
verbs. 

In general the Attic (Cretan and Boeotian) tt under the 
influence of other dialects came by the fourth century B. C. 
to be written aa. Thus aa for tt is found in Attic inscriptions 
in a treaty with Naxos (400-375 B. C.) in the words 81a.Wa.a- 
aovras and ^aatfi%, and likewise in some poetry of the Attic 
inscriptions of the middle fourth century (Ktaao^opovvTi.). 1 
In the literature, Thucydides and the tragedians used aa or f , 
but Aristophanes is the first to use consistently tt for aa. 2 
In papyri, as in daily speech, there existed a mixture of both 
elements. 3 Among the later authors Herodian is altogether 
inconsistent. In the N. T. tt appears much less frequently 
than aa* while the church fathers nearly always use the aa 
forms. 5 

The Atticists turned back directly to the old Attic and 
late classical use of tt. Dio Chrysostom, Aelian, Herodes 
Atticus, and Philostratus all have tt a far greater number of 
times than aa, and Aristides has tt exclusively. 6 

Lucian on the whole uses tt consistently. He uses aa only 
in verbs in which tt never occurs among Attic authors. Of 
the scattered cases where a word that usually has tt appears 
with aa, some can be explained as due to archaizing or a simi- 
lar reason on the part of the author, but the most should 
probably be attributed to the scribes.

CHAPTER II 

Cfi OR ix 

A full discussion of (er)/t involves chiefly the common 
adjective (<r)iuicp6s. Such a discussion is not intended in this 
chapter, but rather a mere statement of the question with a 
presentation of the evidence as furnished by the verbs of 
Lucian. 

ff/uKpos must be considered as an Ionic form, which was 
still retained in old Attic poetry and prose, and kept by 
Plato and Xenophon, who frequently archaized. 1 The form 
fffiiKpos appears on two Attic inscriptions of the end of the 
fifth century, otherwise iiucpSs alone appears in the inscriptions 
of the fifth and fourth century. 2 In papyri cllikpos is wholly 
lacking, but /uwcpos is very frequent. 3 The church fathers 
use nucpos constantly. 4 Among the Atticists, Aelian uses 
<rfwcp6s and ainKporrjs, and Philostratus c/xiKpos frequently but 
fiup6s even more frequently. 6 

This phenomenon involves two verbs in Lucian, neither 
one of which occurs sufficiently often to give any great amount 
of evidence. The verb niKpohoykonai occurs twice without a 
variant, 36-5 kfiiKpo\oyo{>nriv, 73-28 LuKpoKoyrjcronai. In two 
other cases it has the variant ap.iKpo\oykonai, 21-26 nucpoKoy-

CHAPTER III 
v Moveable 1 

The question of the v moveable involves other words than 
verbs. Since, however, it concerns verbs particularly, the 
following discussion is thought justifiable. 

Poets since Homer have always used the v moveable ac- 
cording to their need. In prose, however, its use appeared 
gradually and in different stages. Originally it was only in 
the popular speech of the Ionic-Attic dialect, from which it 
crept over into other dialects. In Attic inscriptions the 
v moveable is rare down to 403 B. C, more frequent thence 
down to 336 B. C, and most frequent in the Macedonian- 
Roman period, 336-30 B. C. 2 In papyri the v appears most 
often in the third century B. C. (10-3), less often in the 
second century (5-2), and at the close of the second and 
beginning of the first century it is absent more often than 
present (6-7). It stands in general without regard to the 
initial letter of the following word, performing no such duty 
as the avoidance of hiatus. Furthermore a pause in the 
sense did not alter the general usage. 3 In the standard mss. 
of the N. T. the v is rarely lacking whether a consonant or a 
vowel follows it, or whether the word stands at the end of a 
sentence. 4 The practice which is now followed is a Byzantine 
rule, which had its foundation on the spoken koivti, as long as 
the final v in the spoken language was audibly pronounced. 

Dionysius of Halicarnassus, Diodorus, and Plutarch use 
the v moveable and all other means to avoid hiatus. Of the 
Atticists, Aelian uses the v regularly before vowels and never 
before a consonant within a sentence. At the end of a sentence 
he is inconsistent. Philostratus uses the v before both conso- 
nants and vowels within a sentence, but at the end of a sentence 
he too is inconsistent. 5 Late mss., however, usually conform

to the Byzantine rule, so that it is difficult in most cases to 
discover the author's own usage. 

A complete study of the use of the v moveable in Lucian 
is impossible through the utter lack of or only sporadic 
recording of the letter by all collators with the exception of 
Nilen. Prof. Harmon, however, has made his collations of 
TUN with this subject in mind, and it is on the basis of this 
material that the following results have been obtained. 

The mss. of Lucian agree in having v regularly before 
vowels. There are several instances, chiefly in r, where the v 
is left out before vowels, but these cases may be due to scribal 
errors, e. g. 42-5 Zxpyvw « *^B txpyve « I\ 21-13 iirk\ii:a> 
rj N ktreKiwe ij TQ. Before consonants the v moveable is used 
with no apparent consistency, and with little agreement 
between any two individual or group of mss. This incon- 
gruity occurs both within sentences and before pauses. This 
v before consonants appears rarely in N, more often in U, 
and nearly as often as not in r. The great frequency of this 
phenomenon in V can be seen from these examples; in 8, T 
alone against flBNZ has the v before consonants seven times, 
in 14, T as against ONPZ has it thirty-three times, etc. Since 
most instances in U, the best ms. of the other group, occur 
also in T, it is probable that T best represents the common 
archetype ; e. g., in 29 TU as against N have v before consonants 
sixteen times, in 27 six times. 

If r best represents the archetype and so the author's 
own usage, we may say that Lucian used the v moveable 
regularly before vowels; he did not vary its uses within and 
at the end of a .sentence ; and he was very irregular in its 
use before consonants, using it approximately as often as 
not. The statistics show a great preponderance of v move- 
able before k and t as compared with other consonants, but 
this is best explained by the fact that the greater number of 
words begin with these consonants. It will be shown under 
the pluperfect, that the third singular of the pluperfect never 
takes the v moveable because of the possible confusion with 
the first person as used by Lucian. 

The following table is a record of the presence and absence 
(in T) of the v moveable in some of the pieces of the most 
pronounced double tradition. 
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CHAPTER IV 

Augment 

Although Lucian uses both dk\a> and kQ'eku under certain 
conditions, the imperfect is always tfdeXov. The ascription of 
this imperfect to the present 8i\ai as well as kdeXco led to 
the assumption of an augment rj in later Greek, particularly 
for fSobXonai, Sbvancu, and fikXXu). Lucian retains the regular 
short augment with j3oi)\ofia.i and /teXXo, but with Sbvanai he 
uses the lengthened augment five out of thirty times. 

A. efleXco (6k\<a) 

The source for the augment rj in verbs beginning with a 
consonant seems to have been iOZXu. 1 Until the end of the 
fourth century kdehu not deXai appears in Attic inscriptions, 
always with its imperfect and aorist correctly augmented 
with 17; but from 250 B. C. on 0eX&> crops up with ever greater 
frequency. 2 In prose from the fifth century on, 3 there ap- 
peared along with kBeXw the form dk\ca, which in the prose of 
the best period appeared only in the expressions S.v deds 0eXjj 
or &v 6eol OkXaai.* Through aphaeresis of IfleXco after vowels, 
8k\o> came more and more into use, until in late Greek 8k\u, 
augmented with 17, became the only*correct form. 6 

The papyri of Herculaneum have kdk\u after consonants. 6 
Herodian is inconsistent in his usage, Atticizing to the extent 
of using edeku perhaps twice as often as 6i\u. In the N. T., 
however, 0eXco always stands for €0eXa>, 7 and the church fathers 
show only a single case of e0eXco (Diog. 10-6). 8

Aelian and Philostratus very rarely use 6eXw* Lucian uses 
tdkXu after consonants and either 6&Xw or WeXw after vowels 
and diphthongs; but -at and, in a less degree, -ei tend to be 
followed by dkXw. The statistics are as follows : 
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The e in 5e, /*«, ye in some mss. tends to elide before edkXu. 
There is no single instance, however, without a variant (15-26, 
26-23, 30-H. 32-7, 35-13. 42-25, 79-2-2). Other sorts of 
variants are in 15-24, 21-14, 61-24. 

The regular imperfect form (f/OeXov) is always used except

B. In fiovKofiat, dvvafiai, jueXXco 
The development of the new stem 0eXco, and at the same 
time the retention of the original augmented forms in t\, led 
to the misconception of 77 as a distinct augment. This aug- 
ment was applied occasionally to the three verbs PoiiXoncu, 
bbvap.ai, and fieXXca, which in the classical period were aug-

mented regularly with e. From 300 B. C. on, however, Attic 
inscriptions show 77, not e. 11 In papyri fiotikoixai and jueXXw 
without exception have 77- in the imperfect, and divanat has 77 
in the aorist. 12 

Of the later writers, Herodian uses both forms of augment 
with poiiXo/jiai indiscriminately; Polybius has tfneWov in 1-26-5; 
and Callinicus employs 77 with 8vvafiai without exception. 18 
In the N. T. the augment 77 is never used with / '06X0/101, since 
77/80UX- is a form which, when used, is taken from the literary 
language. As for Sbvancu and /teXXw, the mss. vary greatly 
between 77 and e. u The church fathers were inconsistent in 
augmenting /SouXojuai. 15 The form kSOvaro occurs in H Vis. 
1-1-3, otherwise only 77-forms exist, 16 while /xeXXw takes the 77 
augment once and elsewhere the e forms. 17 

The Atticists too are very inconsistent, although in general 
they seem to have closely restricte the use of 77 w th jueXXw, 
and to have been careless in augmenting /3ouXoAtoi and Sivanai. 
This appears to have been the tendency of the koiv^. *j/*eXXoi» 
does not occur at all in Philostratus, and only once each in 
Aristides and Aelian. Polemon always and Aristicies gener- 
ally uses ySwhuriv or rjdwridriv, while Philostratus uses about 
equally forms augmented with 17 or e. In Philostratus, 
/3o6Xo/tat has the augment 77 exclusively, and in Aristides 
and Aelian very predominately. 18 Lucian uses the regular 
old Attic augment with jSouXoyitat and /teXXw.

The augment of the pluperfect is never omitted in Attic 
inscriptions, 31 and seldom so in papyri.

33 It is dropped in Callinicus 
always, in Plutarch frequently (often on account of a preced- 
ing hiatus), 34 and in the N. T. almost always. 35 As for the 
Atticists, Aristides permits the unaugmented forms eight times, 
always in compound, while Dio Chrysostom, Aelian, and 
Philostratus often permit even uncompounded verbs without 
augment. 36 

Lucian very rarely drops the augment from the pluperfect. 
Of twelve instances where the augment is wanting in all 
mss., ten are in the active voice and only two in the middle or 
passive.

CHAPTER V 
Endings 

In his use of the second middle-passive ending, Lucian 
seems to have followed the general Hellenistic usage very 
closely, reserving the ending -ei entirely for the forms jSoiXei, 
ola, and '6\j/u, otherwise using -jj. His pluperfect active 
endings are -uv, -eis, -«, -eifiev, -a,re, -eaav (-eiaay twice). The 
only regular Attic forms in the entire conjugation are the 
third singular -et, and the third plural -taav. In the middle 
voice the ending -o.ro occurs once (13-13), in a piece of Lucian's 
archaistic Greek. In the imperative, the vulgar endings 
-roxrav and -oButrav are used altogether in preference to the 
Attic -Tuiv and -cduv. The Attic endings of the imperative 
are used at times, but for a definite purpose (paratragoedia 
etc.), and they by no means are a part of Lucian's normal 
usage. 

As for the optative, in the present active of contract verbs 
Lucian uses the long endings (-oiriv etc.) generally in the 
singular, and the short endings (-oipev etc.) for the most 
part in the plural. In the first aorist active, the long forms 
(-etas, -euv) are usually reserved for the second and third 
persons singular, and both forms (-uav and -atei') are used in 
the third plural. The plural of the aorist passive has the 
long forms (-etTj/tej', -en/re) in the first and second persons, and 
the short form {-uev) in the third person. The long forms of 
the first singular optative of et/tu are never used. In the first 
and second plural optative of et/tt, the long forms (drjfiev, 
tijjre), and, in the third plural, the short form {&&) are always 
employed. 

A . Middle and Passive Second Sing, y or ei 
The question as to whether -et or -jj was written in the 
second singular middle and passive is largely an orthographical 
one. 1 In older Attic, -j; was always used. 2 From the fourth

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century on forms in -ei became very numerous in Attic in- 
scriptions, due to the tendency from 378 B. C. on to replace 
-77 with -ei. 3 In papyri the -u forms became relatively most 
frequent in the literary texts of the third century B. C, 
which followed the contemporary Attic orthography. They 
are less frequent in documents of the second century, and 
nearly obsolete by the first century B. C. 4 Papyri in general, 
however, make no distinction, and use both endings equally. 6 
In the Hellenistic period the ending -ei is used principally 
in the forms /3o6X«i, 0U1, and ctyei. 6 The N. T. regularly has 
the ending -77. The later Attic -et is found, however, in the 
form /SovXei borrowed by Luke from literary sources. 7 The 
tendency thus appears to have been to go back to the original 
-77, perhaps on account of possible confusion with other verb 
forms ending in -u. 

The usage of Aelian and Philostratus alone is available from 
the Atticists other than Lucian. Aelian used -77 with all 
verbs except fiov\ofiat,, and Philostratus in all forms except 
jSouXei and olei. s Lucian seems to follow the general Hellen- 
istic usage very closely, i. e. reserving the ending -« almost 
entirely for the forms (SouXei, olei, and 6\f/ei. 9 

The form /SouXei occurs 37 times. In 70-9, V has /3ouXj; 
against fiovXei of MAC. The Teubner text following AN 
prints /3oi)Xj7 in 70-13, but TC preserve the correct (SouXei. 
There are 59 cases of oi'et, and a single instance of an unim- 
portant variant: 65-7 olei TN 0Z77 CA. Two cases occur of 
the second person singular of the future oO/aofjiai.

Thus, on the whole, the mss. agree in having -ei only in 
fiovXei, otet, and oyj/ei. T alone shows any great number of ex- 
ceptions, but these appear, as in the Anacharsis, along with 
a number of clear cases of itacism in other word-forms. This 
would indicate the observance of the Hellenistic rule by the 
archetype of our present mss., with the number of exceptions 
depending rather on later scribes. 10

Since the interchange of -n and -a is so easy, little stress can be placed 
on the occurrence of such forms contrary to Lucianic usage. Yet one 
should note the anomalous forms in Abdicatus, Amores, Demosthenes, 
Parasitus, and Soloecista. 
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B. Imperative Endings 

The endings of the third plural imperative -™v and -<rdo>v 
are the older forms, while -rooaav and -adoiaav, are post-classi- 
cal. 11 In Attic inscriptions the ending -oiaav first comes into 
use with the third century. 12 In papyri and in the N. T. 
the Hellenistic -rcoaav -adcoaav occur exclusively. 13 Writers of 
the higher koiv^ admit both forms, but the Atticists vary in 
their usage. Aelian has the vulgar long forms only, while 
Aristides and Philostratus have the Attic short forms only. 14 
Lucian uses the vulgar forms in -roicav and -adwoav. 

Lucian uses -riaaav 46 times without a variant. The 
shorter Attic -rwv is used eight times (61-14 three times, 
61-15 four times, 61-16). These forms, however, all occur 
in the mock laws of the Saturnalia, where they are interspersed 
to add a legal flavor to the laws. 16 In the following cases of 
variants the readings of the T group should be preferred:

Of the middle and passive endings -aOwv and -adoxrav, 
Lucian uses the vulgar -aBcoaav eight times (25-10, 41-6, 
42-38, 51-n, 55-31. 61-17, 73-16, 79-25-3) and Attic -<r6wv 
once (21-7). The single case of -<rduv, however, is purposely 
inserted into the paratragoedia of the Juppiter Tragoedus. 
In 26-10, T has kTaipeaBuv cos &v, but B has the true form 
eiraipeadcoaav (om. cbs &v). In77-io-2, TfiAF'S' are correct in 
having &irepp'ut>6ca for bireppiffluv of BAC. 17 

C. Pluperfect Endings 

The pluperfect singular shows two tendencies at work in 
its personal endings. One tendency, which can be seen even

the first and second persons (ew, eis). 18 The other tendency 
is to extend the first and second personal ending into the 
third person (17 for ei). This latter can be seen in papyri, 
although papyri generally use the endings -ets, -ei. 19 

In the third plural, -eoav is the genuine Attic ending. 20 
Attic inscriptions even of the Macedonian period use -taav 
constantly and not -u<rav. 2X Papyri, on the other hand, 
always use -rjaav, and show no knowledge either of -taav or 
-uoavP In the literary koivti, however, the vulgar -uaav, 
made by analogy with the other endings, crept in beside 
Attic -taavP Polybius has -urav more frequently than 
-eiffav, 2 * and Josephus has -taav constantly. 26 The N. T. 26 and 
the church fathers 27 use -aaav exclusively. The Atticists 
vary in their usage. Both forms (-euav and -tiaav) occur in 
Philostratus, while Dio Chrysostom uses -eerew. 28 

In Lucian, the pluperfect endings are -eu>, -eis, -et, -ei/iev, 
-tire, -taav (-eto-av twice). The only good Attic forms in the 
entire conjugation are the third singular -ei and third plural

Attic inscriptions always use the endings -p.i etc. in the 
present optative, except in the case of contract verbs which 
have -iijj' etc. Inscriptions also entirely avoid so-called Aeolic 
forms in the aorist. 31 Attic authors, however, tend to use 
the Aeolic forms in the aorist with great regularity (especially, 
-etas). 32 Papyri give examples of both sort of endings in 
contract verbs, but they entirely exclude Aeolic endings 
from the sigmatic aorists. 33 In the N. T. the fast disappearing 
optative has the third singular of the sigmatic aorist in -ai 
(not the better Attic -tie) and the corresponding third plural

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The Atticists, just as the writers of the noivi), waver in the 
present optative of contract verbs. Dio Chrysostom follows 
no sort of fixed rule; 35 Aristides has oiijk, oitjs, oiij oftener than 
oijui, ots, 01, — oi/iev oftener than oirjfiev, — owjre rather than oire, 
— oiee entirely; Aelian uses the tjv series exclusively in the 
singular, the oipev row in the plural; and Philostratus uses 
the t]v series in the singular (except once), and the forms 
oijuej', ayre, oiev, qev in the plural. Unlike the KMvii, however, 
the Atticists, even to the least strict, have to a certain degree 
reinstated the Aeolic aorist endings. 86 

Lucian follows the general run of Atticists. In the present 
active of contract verbs, he generally uses the long endings 
(-ohjj> etc.) in the singular, and the short endings (oifiep etc.)

CHAPTER VI 

Collateral Present Tenses 

A. -v/ii, -iw; -ijjut, -aw; -lj/ti, eu 
Forms in -uw for -v/u are called Hellenistic by both Moeris 
and Phrynichus. In Attic inscriptions of the fourth century 
B. C. 6/iviitu, 6/j.vvptup, ofiviivai, and also oixvvovtuv and &nvvov 
appear. From the second century B. C. on, the infinitive 
began to take the endings of the thematic conjugation. The 
middle forms of the present and imperfect, however, never go 
over to the thematic conjugation in Attic inscriptions. 1 In 
papyri the thematic forms prevail decidedly in the active, 
while in the middle and passive the unthematic forms are 
almost constant. 2 Even in the N. T. the older unthematic 
forms continue, and they still remain the prevalent forms in 
the passive.' 

Of the Atticists, Dio uses 6/ivvu, kirideucvbuv, wapaSeucvbovaa, 
kxtMKvve. In Aristides there is the greatest inconsistency 
between thematic and nonthematic forms, generally with a 
view to rhythm and the avoidance of hiatus. Aelian never 
uses the thematic forms in the middle, but predominantly 
so in the active. 4 This use of Aelian's seems to have been 
that of the higher Koivi), in which Josephus, Polybius, Dionysius 
of Hal., and Plutarch agree. 5 In Lucian, the middle forms 
are never made from the thematic present. The thematic 
stem is used chiefly in the imperfect active, where the regular 
unthematic forms appear strange and are liable to be con- 
fused. The thematic forms also appear more rarely elsewhere 
in the active. 

&ir6\\vfii is the better Attic prose form, although biroWvu

We find the 
widest of variations, i. e. from a ratio of 24 to o (37) in favor 
of yiyvoiiai to 6 to o (13) in favor of yivopcu, from 8 to I (31) 
for yiviHTicw to 5 to o (70) for yiyvdifficu. Thus a comparison 
of the total number of different forms does not show the true 
aspect of the case. 

It is noteworthy that, where cases of the verb of " knowing " 
occur, there is a correspondence in form within the same 
piece with the verb of " becoming " (see table on page 37.) 

This correspondence between the two verbs indicates that 
no existing individual ms. or group of mss. has been extensively 
tampered with, and that most of the discrepancies go back to 
the common archetype.

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It is seen from the two tables that the great majority of 
the treatises (all except nos. 8, 9, 20, 32, 34, 36, 38, 39, 42, 
5 2 . 59. 61 , 70) have a preponderance of the y'umpai forms. 
In eight pieces alone (8, 21, 32, 34, 36, 37, 52, 70) are the 
yiyponai forms used almost exclusively. In these eight pieces, 
however, the instances of yiyvopai total 73, and it is these few 
pieces which give a false impression in a comparison of the 
sum totals of the different forms. This particular concen- 
tration of the stem 7171/- is due to the orthography of the 
scribes of these particular portions of the common arche- 
type of all our present mss. Thus it appears that the 
archetype most often had the stem 71c- for both verbs, and 
that the general tendency of scribes has always been to change 
the yiv- forms to 717V-. It is also probable that the opposite 
tendency took place to some extent, according to the orthog- 
raphy of the individual scribes of succeeding mss. Many of 
the changes may have been made unconsciously, since both 
stems were probably pronounced in the same manner. 79

CHAPTER VII 

Tenses 

A. Future 

As a rule Lucian uses the Attic future for -ifco verbs, pre- 
senting only three cases without a variant of the -i<ru future. 
Lucian departs from Attic usage chiefly with three verbs, 
aivku, yafiiu, and dvriaicca. The regular future alvkaofitu is used 
12 times, but the rarer aivkaa is also employed five times. 
With yap.ko> and OviiaKu, our author by far prefers the late 
futures yafifao* and redvi/faftdi to. the better Attic forms. Isolated 
cases of peculiar futures are BiaaKeSacrofiev from SiacKtbkvvvtii, 
iar^oixai from ttrrtiiu, 7rer^<ro/*<u (doubtful) from ■Ktrop.o.i, 
irpoKCLTeSeiTat. from irpoKartadio), and Qvijaofiai from <t>iio>. 

The Attic Future. Verbs in -ifw of the Ionicand Attic dialects 
form their future in -l£> [i(<r)iw] not -io-co. 1 In Attic inscriptions 
the future of -ifw verbs is always in -i<3 or -toD/jai, except for a 
single case. 2 In papyri, the Attic future exists for the most 
part, although the form \oyl<re<rdai together with the uncertain 
KarapTLffd/Mtda does occur. 3 The higher Koivi\ in general forms 
the future of -tfco verbs according to the Attic rule. 4 In 
Josephus, however, where there is a great disagreement 
among mss., the -una forms prevail, 5 and in the N. T. the 
Attic -iG is only slightly more prevalent than -io-w. 6 

Among the Atticists, Philostratus always uses the Attic 
future, while Aristides and Aelian slip only once and twice 
respectively. A great number of -iaw forms occur in Dio 
Chrysostom, but Dindorf has corrected them to ico.

wise both crrifiijvai and <rrip.avai from ayiiaivuP Josephus 
prefers forms with t] in the indicative, and the a forms in the 
infinitive and participle. 30 Both huadiipa. and knadapa are to be 
found in Plutarch. 31 In the N. T., verbs in -aivca and -aipta 
take the a form of aorist regardless of the preceding sound. 32 

Where e, i, p precede -aivca or -aipu, the Atticists form the 
aorist correctly with a. In other cases, Philostratus keeps 
strictly to the Attic rules, but Aristides and Aelian have the 
forms (rqnavai, and nadapai; Aelian has also b<pavai, <pijvai.

Lucian adheres very closely to Attic usage. In general he 
forms the aorist with -a- after e, t, p, otherwise in -»;-.

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dpi and ipxopai. dpi, simple or compounded with a prepo- 
sition, always had a future meaning. ipxopai was used to 
make up the present indicative. Since dpi formed no aorist 
or perfect, epxopat, with its modified root k\v6-, furnished these 
forms also. Attic then employed epxopai only in the present, 
aorist, and perfect indicative. Exceptions to this rule (outside 
of Xenophon) occur as follows: k-n-ripxovTo and irpoaijpxovTO 
in Thucydides, airepxopevoi in Lysias, eve^epxSpevoi in Antiphon, 
and repiripxero in Aristophanes, iirepxopai acquired a second- 
ary meaning never attached to inreipi (to fawn upon, cringe), 
and when used with this special sense was inflected throughout 
the imperfect and the present of all moods. 

The future kXevaopai was rendered unnecessary in the 
indicative, by the complete transition of the present tense of 
dpi to a future signification. 9 In the optative and infinitive, 
however, and in the participle, forms of kXevaopai were naturally 
used, since ioipt, Uvea, and Uiv were always employed in a 
present sense. 10 

kwripxtro occurs once in papyri, and k\ei<ropai in compound 
is very frequent. 11 The hybrid form iireXtiiaaadai together 
with fjKdoaav, perrjXdcu, and aire\ii\6e occurs several times. 12 
In the popular language of the N. T. dpi is not used either 
as a simple verb or in composition, but it is entirely superseded 
by ipxop.au..

Among the Atticists Aristides, Aelian, and Philostratus 
use r\pxop.r\v- Dio Chrysostom and Philostratus employ 
tKwaop.cn, but Aristides and Aelian do not.

Forms of lpxop.<u and tlfii frequently occur as variants of 
each other, and in such cases there is usually an equal division 
of ms. authority. Editors have always been at their wit's 
end in selecting the true reading in these instances. M. 
Rothstein 20 suggests that Lucian himself may have used 
forms of ipxonai more than elfii, and that some Atticist cor- 
rector inserted el/ju. into the text. But it has been shown that 
et/u is rather more frequent than lpxop,ai, and we shall see later 
that absolutely nothing points to a significant Atticist emenda- 
tion of the text (cf. chapter X). Again, we find verbs other 
than tpxonai occurring as variants of ei/u, e. g. 6kov<n, <£oitw 
etc. These are always clear of themselves, and it is incon- 
ceivable that they should have been glossed by the obsolete 
et/ii, which moreover is in many cases less graphic. Rather, 
it is the koivIi scribe glossing obscure elp.1. 

Accordingly we would read efyu for ipxofiai or tXeixroficu 
(i. e. present or future tense) in case of variants, because 
ei/u was already obsolete by N. T. times and Zpxonat. would 
be the natural gloss, and because etiu for eXe&<ro/teu had dis- 
appeared still earlier and 'ekeboopat. would be the natural gloss:

As has been seen, by Lucian's time the ordinary language 
had lost all idea of future sense in ei/u. Lucian's dislike of 
pedantry, as well as desire for clearness may have led to his 
occasional use of -eXeucro/tai. 21 juereX«i>crop.cu occurs five times 
and wpoekebcrovTat. once, 59-27, 72-18-2, 73-38, 77-5-2, 77-6-5, 
77-10-13. There is no instance of the uncompounded future 
of epxoitat, since kXtiiaoncu in 29-10 is a gloss. 22

In the first plural of the imperfect, usage favors the doubtful 
Attic forms fjeifiev made by analogy with the singular.

The verb " to fly " in Attic 
derives its tenses from some one of three stems, {litra-, iter-, 
and TOTOL-). The stem ixra- supplies the future and its moods ; 
irer- the present irkroiiai, the imperfect kireronriv, and the aorist 
iTTonijv; and -koto.- the perfect ireiroTrjiiai. No Attic writer 
uses vKri)iii or brra/uat, hm\v or kirra^riv, iroT&fiat., l-Ker&>ixi)v, 
and eroTfidriv, although some employ the future Tteriiaoiio.1 
beside irr^o-o/ioi. Forms from (irrrjv and 'fKTa.p.t\v such as 
WTalrjv, irTTJva.1, irras, irraadcu, ■Krb.p.tvos, etc. occur in Homer and 
the tragic poets, but never in Attic prose and comedy.* 4 In 
the papyri of Herculaneum, forms of 'iirranai and not of 
Trerofiai. occur. 65 irkrafiai is poetic, being used by Pindar etc. 

Aristides uses the Attic forms regularly. Aelian employs 
the regular Tiro/iai in the present, but the poetical Ittttiv in 
the aorist. Achilles Tatius always uses IVra/iai and iirrriv. 
In Philostratus irerofuu regularly supplies all the present and 
imperfect forms, but 'iirrriv does duty for the aorist.' 6 

In Lucian irerafiai occurs in 38-11 as an incorrect variant, 
and likewise in 51-29 where Lucian ridicules it as archaic. 
Of the two forms irerofiai and 'iwrafiai, Lucian by far prefers 
Attic irkronai. 67 The usage of the two verbs in Lucian is 
divided as follows :

CHAPTER IX 

Summary of Noteworthy Matters in the Exclude^ 

Pieces 

Longaevi (10) has eight cases of the aorist of fa«. In all 
of Lucian this aorist occurs but twice, forms of /3i6w being 
always employed elsewhere. Un-Attic kpiwoa (i. e. indicative) 
occurs six times, and Attic kpiuv never. In all the surely 
genuine pieces forms of kfiiuaa and kfiiw occur thrice each. 
The infinitive /3t<2o-cu never occurs in the main body of pieces, 
yet the Longaevi has it twice, in addition to five cases of the 
regular fiiwvtu. 

Iudicium Vocalium (16). Two vulgar forms altogether 
foreign to Lucian occur in this piece; vPXfro (imperfect of 
Ipxo/ioi) and dpadrjvai for ocfrdfjvai.. 

Soloecista (18). We have noticed that Lucian frequently 
violates laws as to forms set down by Soloecista. In par. 5 
and 7 Soloecista not only condemns \k\oyxa, which is always 
employed by Lucian, but he himself consistently uses Attic 
and unLucianic eiXijxa. 

Parasitus (33). In the third singular of the first aorist 
active optative the regular Lucianic ending -ett is used five 
times, but the rare -at also appears twice. In the Lucianic 
pieces these endings occur in turn 171 and 19 times, oto/xai 
occurs in par. 1 and 3, but the usual ot/xai also appears four 
times. \eL\(/avTa (\uth>) which occurs only once in Lucian, 
and rare Lucianic aivkaav for aiveaeadai occur respectively in 
par. 42 and 1. 

Asinus (39). ijfirjv (for fy) which occurs but once in Lucian 
is found in par. 15 and 46 (om. r). olSas for olcda in par. 11 
is found only twice in Lucian as compared to olada 107 times. 
There is no case of a thematic form of ^evyvvp.1 in Lucian, 
but i>iro{evyj>vov<n and vTre^eiiyvvtv appear in par. 42 and 28. 
Lucian always uses \k\oyxa, but elXrjxa occurs in par. 22. 
Again the Asinus always has kvrioanriv (five times), never 
kirpi&fiTiv, while Lucian uses &vri<Tanrii> 18 and kirpt&nriv 35 times, 
and it also has krvirTriaanriv, a form of an aorist which never 
occurs in Lucian.

18 
and always in Lucian) ; and TtapavTa.ua in par. 25, a late aorist 
from licTanai which Lucian never uses. 

Tyrannicida (53). ffioVXeTo for ifiovXero in par. 12 never 
occurs in Lucian without a variant. 

Abdicatus (54). kpxbutvov par. 23 (Lucian: ibv 254 times, 
hpxbfievos five times), oiofiai par. 3, q6fii]v par. 3, and avaQiiotrai. 
par. 27 (Lucian uses ^vqaeadai.) are noteworthy in the Ab- 
dicatus. 

Demosthenes (58) has the following strange forms; ij/3ouX6/iijj> 
par. 33, oi27 par. 24 ( v for ei), and biafrabiowv par. 1. The 
aorist optative endings -at. par. 2, -aiev par. 35, and -01s par. 25 
and 44 are very rare in Lucian. 

Podagra (69) . naKaoaei for naXarTti is to be noted. Further, 
the very peculiar aorist knOriparo in 1. 94 occurs nowhere else. 

Ocypus (74). tiBSs for rWrifu (never in our Lucianic corpus) 
appears in 11. 43, 56, and 81. 7rX(Wet 1. 128 and Tvpkoow, 
1. 116 (<r<7 for tt) are also un-Lucianic. Note also the late first 
aorist avreSaica in 1. 27 for the Attic and Lucianic second aorist 
avTtSaicov. 

Of all these excluded pieces, the Longaevi, Soloecista, 
Iudicium Vocalium, Asinus, and Amores show the greatest 
variation from Lucianic usage as determined from our corpus 
of treatises. Furthermore these variations, aside from other 
evidence, are almost enough to warrant the condemnation 
of the pieces as spurious. Although the Podagra and the 
Ocypus contain anomalous forms, the fact that they are in 
verse forbids confidence in such evidence. The Lexiphanes, 
which we believe to be genuine, and have debarred from the 
body of the dissertation because of its general subject matter, 
shows no noteworthy variation whatever. 



CHAPTER X 

LUCIAN AS AN ATTICIST IN RELATION TO THE Ms. TRADITION 

This investigation of Lucian's verb morphology as com- 
pared to that of other exponents of the same literary move- 
ment has greatly increased our respect for Lucian as the most 
strict yet the least stiff of the Hellenistic Atticists. Lucian 
has many variations from good Attic, some extensive and 
some isolated; but practically all are the result of a definite 
purpose, not of ignorance. As the best evidence of his accurate 
Atticizing we cite his use of tt for <rcr (pp. i ff .) , the phenomenon 
of the v moveable (pp. 6 ff.), the very rare loss of augment in 
the pluperfect (pp. 14 ff.), the regular contraction of contract 
verbs (p. 29), the really complete absence of -rj/ii verbs shift- 
ing to the -aw conjugation (pp. 29 f.), the lack of Ionic and 
icoivr) variations of -au verbs (pp. 29 f .) , the almost exclusive 
use of the Attic future (pp. 45 ff.), the correct present in- 
dicative forms i. e. otyco not olyvvtii etc. (pp. 26 ff ) and the 
correct aorist of verbs in -aivu (pp. 48 ff.). Although Lucian 
is not absolutely accurate in his use of early and late futures, 
aorists, and perfects, he is nevertheless more strict than his 
fellow Atticists in this regard (pp. 43 ff.). 

Lucian's deviations from good Attic are due in the main 
to three factors; a sense of dramatic fitness, a desire to avoid 
obscurity, and a desire to avoid pronounced pedantry. 1 This 
deliberate abandonment of true Attic is further evidence of 
Lucian's great command of the Attic dialect, and is responsible 
for the naturalness of his style. As showing Lucian's sense 
of dramatic fitness we would note the Verae Historiae, which 
in their archaistic style employ au for tt, and the pluperfect 
ending -a.ro for -vto (cf . also index under pio-yca) ; also the use 
of paratragoedia with the befitting employment of aa for tt, the 
stem dap<r- for 6app-, and the imperative endings in -uv instead 
of -uaav, also the adoption of the imperative in -wv for the 
mock laws of the Saturnalia; the use of the isolated vulgar

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forms in the speech of the courtesans of the Dialogi Meretricii ; 
finally the insertion of Ionic into the mouth of Herodotus in 
10-20, and Pythagoras in 27. To the desire of avoiding ob- 
scurity may be assigned such matters as the use of the the- 
matic stem in the imperfect of non-thematic verbs; the total 
absence of the v moveable in the third singular pluperfect; and 
the frequent use of yaixfaw for yafiu, TedvrjfyiMu for Bavu, and 
kXeiiaonai. for ei/u. The frequent use of noivq forms such as 
yapi\<ru for 70/tw may also be due to a desire to avoid pedan- 
try. With this same purpose Lucian intermingles the first and 
second aorists and perfects ; and employs laipana. for iopcuca, the 
late Attic endings of the pluperfect (-eiv, -eis, -«, -a/xev, -ure, 
-eaav or -eiaav) for the old Attic, and vulgar -rwaav and -adw- 
ffav for Attic -twv and -adoiv, etc. Indeed Lucian himself gives 
us his reason for using -rcoaav and -adcoaav, in relegating -tuv 
and -aOuv to the stiff Greek of a mock law. Cp. pp. 20 f. 

There are many minor inconsistencies, however, some 
merely isolated cases, which need a special explanation: e. g. 
if we follow our mss., <jjv\drTca must be read 62 times and 
4>v\baau once, idvva- 25 and ij8wa- five times, the pluperfect 
third plural ending -eaav 21 and -eiaav five times, okiadavta 
six and dXiaOcuvu five times etc. etc. Such inconsistencies in 
usage may be due either to a deliberate insertion of Attic 
forms by an Atticist reviser, or to a careless admission of 
Kocvrj forms by Lucian or by contemporary and later scribes. 

The doctrine of an Atticist recension was first put forth by 
Fritzche (praef. fasc. I page XIII, fasc. I page 4). Siemonsen 
(quaestiones Lucianae Prog, der lat. Schule zu Hadersleben 
p. 25) and recently Rothstein (pp. 80 ff.), while disagreeing 
with Fritzche as to the date of the Atticist revision and on 
other matters, accept the suggestion itself. 

If we accept this idea of an Atticist recension, we must 
assume too that it was sweeping, for a partial recension would 
make the original inconsistency much greater than it now 
appears to be. Furthermore neither group of mss. can 
represent this Atticist revision, since the Attic variants are 
not consistently in any one group, but appear now in one and 
now in the other; cf. variant readings as given on pp. 2 ff., 
11 f., 13 f., 22 f., 57, 63 f., 71, 76, etc. Either group, if 
it survived alone, would give us essentially the same idea 
of Lucianic usage that we have just obtained. Thus if we 
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would still cling to a sweeping Atticist recension, we must 
set it prior to the parting of the two groups of mss. But 
th's seems unlikely, because our mss. give us several kolvtj 
peculiarities, which were altogether untouched by this early 
recension: e. g. lack of augment with all verbs beginning 
with a diphthong except eii-; the keeping of the ending -« 
entirely for /3o6Xei, ota and tyu; the employment of the vulgar 
imperative endings in -axrav; the use of late endings in the 
pluperfect except for the third persons; the constant use of 
the Koivii perfects XeXo7xa, i&pana, and rkdeua; and the late 
conjugation of the imperfect of ei/u and pluperfect of 618a. 

On the other hand some few isolated Attic forms may 
have been introduced into the original archetype as is seen 
to be the case in certain of our present mss. ; e. g. 21-2 KaOigkr-

greater extent than isolated Attic forms, koivtj forms were 
introduced originally, perhaps both consciously and uncon- 
sciously. Throughout the dissertation this has been seen 
to have taken place to a large extent in every single ms. (cf. 
variants on pp. 2 ff., 11 f., 13 f., 29 f., 58, etc.). It may be 
too that different pieces represent certain peculiarities in the 
orthography of different scribes. This is seen for a single 
ms. in Anach (37) where Y writes -ei almost always in the 
second singular middle contrary to the generally prevailing 
habit of the other mss. We suspect that this was the case 
with the common archetype in 8, 12, 32, 34, 36, 37, 52, and 
70, which contrary to the habit of all the other pieces have 
the stem 717c- for yiv- almost exclusively (cf. pp. 37 f.). 

And so to recapitulate, we believe that on the whole the 
tradition faithfully represents Lucian's usage; — modified, 
however, by the insertion of a small number of Atticisms 
and a much greater number of vulgarisms. Lucian was more 
Attic, not less Attic, than as we now know him.
